| THE ADRIATIC PROBLEM | 

“My fellow citizens, I do not think 
there is any. man alive who has @ more 
‘tender sympathy for the great people 
of Italy than I have, and a very stern 
duty was presented to us when we had 
to consider some of the claims of Italy 
on the Adriatic, because strategically 
from the point of view of future wars 
Italy needed a military foothold on the 
other side of the Adriatic, but her peo-, 
ple did not live there except in little 
spots. 

“It was a Slavic people and I had 
to say to my Italian friends that eyery- 
where else in this treaty we have given 
territory to the people who lived on 
it, and I do not think that it is for the 
advantage of Italy—and I am sure it 
is not for the advantage of the world— 
to give Italy territory where other 
people live. 

“I felt the force of the argument for 
what they wanted, and it was the old 
argument that had always prevailed— 
fiamely: that they needed it from a mili- 
tary point of view and I have no doubt 
that if there is no league of nations 
they will need it from 4 military point 
of view, but if there is a league of na- 
tions they will not need it from a mili- 
tary point of view.

| WHY REVOLUTIONS START 


“ Have you ever reflected, my fellow 
countrymen, on the real source of revo- 
lutions? Men don’t start revolutions 
in a sudden passion. Do you remem-| 
ber what Thomas Carlyle said about 
the French revolution? 
“He was speaking of the soalled 
Hundred Days’ terror which réfgned, 
not only in Paris, but throughout 
France, in the days of the French 
revolution; and he reminded his read- 
ers that back of that hundred days of 
terror lay several hundred years of 
agony and of wrong. | 

“The French people had been deeply 
and consistently wronged by their gov- 
ernment; robbed; their human rights 
disregarded, and the slow agony of 
those hundreds of had after a 
while gathered into a hot agony that 
eould not be suppressed. Revolutions 
don’t spring up over night, révolu- 
tions gather through the ages; revolu- 
tions come from the long suppression 
of the human spirit; revolutions come 
because ,men know that. they have 
rights and that.they are disregarded. 

“And when we think of the future 
of the world in connection with this 
treaty, we must remember that one of 
the chief efforts of those who mede 
this treaty was to remove that anger 
from the heart of great peoples, great 
peoples who had. always been sup- 
pressed and always been used, who had 
always been the tools in the hands 
of governments—generally of alien gov- 
ernments—not their own.

Reminder for Italians. 


“I even had to remind my Italian 
colleagues that if they were going to 
claim every place where there was a 
large Italian population we would have 
to cede New York to them, because 
there are more Italians in New York 
than in any Italian city. 

“But I believe—I hope—that the 
Italians in New York City are as giad 
to stay there as we are to have them. 
I would not have you suppose that I 
am intimating that my Italian col- 
leagues entered any claim for New 
York City. 

“ We, of all peoples in the world, my 
fellow citizens ought to be able 
to understand the questions of this 
treaty and without anybody explaining 
them to us; for we are made up out of 
all the peoples of the world. I dare 
say that in this audience there are rep- 
resentatives of practically all the peo- 
ples dealt with in this treaty. 

“You don’t have to have me explain 
national ambitions to you; national as- 
pirations. You have been brought up 
on them; you learned of them since 
you were children, and it is those na- 
tional aspirations which we sought to 
realize, to give an outlet to, in this 
great treaty. .

“The labor shall be remunerated in 
proportion, of course, to the mainte- 
nance of the standard of living which 
is proper, for the man who is expected 
to give his whole brain and intelli- 
gence and energy to a particular task. 

“I hear very little said about this 
Magna Charta of labor which is em- 
bodied in this. It forecasts the day 
which ought to have come long ago; 
when statesmen will realize that no 
nation is fortunate which is not happy, 
and that no nation can be happy whose 
people are not. contented, contented 
in their industry, contented in their 
lives, and fortunate in the circum- 
stances of their lives.

“If,” writes a woman reader of TH» TRIBUNE, 
“you think the carpenters are getting the short 
end o¢ the bargain from the labor leaders, what do 
you tink of their wives who, as I am, are trying 
to keep the house on. $6 a week strike benefit?” 

lf the carpenters of Chicago were striking 
against an intolerable condition in their trade we 
believe their wives would rejoice in the opportunity 
to fight along on $6 a week for the sake of the prin- 
ciple involved. They would at least understand 
the reason for the sacrifice. 

Under the existing circumstances we believe that 
neither carpenters nor their wives understand— 
or if they do, resent with all their natures—the 
reasons underlying the strike. For the strike is 
not against an intolerable condition, nor is it in sup- 
port of a great principle. The carpenters and their 
families are sacrificing in behalf of radicalism and 


_| obstinacy and selfishness on the part of their 


leaders. 
It needs repeating that Chicago carpenters have 
n getting 80 cents an hour—a wage équal to that 
d in most cities of this section.

The, Star's Washington correspondent told on Satur- 
day of some of the indications of a falling off in pro- 
duction per man that had come up in Washington. 
For instance, it was shown that there were 140,000 
more employés on the railroads in December, 1918, 
than in December, 1917, and wages had been greatly. 
increased.. Yet the amount of freight handled. had 
falien off. The head of a big corporation had figures 
showing that the product of his mills had decreased 
40 per cent per employé, , 

The same story is told by business men everywhere. 
There is a lumber mill operated by a Kansas City 
concern, for instance, that was producing 70,000 feet 
a day five yeara ago and that now, with the same 
number of employés, turns out 45,000 feet. The owner 
of a cement mill reports the same situation. A. gales 
organization with a contract for overalls’ could not 
get deliveries on time. An investigation disclosed 
that the factory, employing 700 persons, had been 
forced to come from a forty-eight hour week to a 
forty.four hour week, That meant the loss of 4,800 
working hours a week, and the cutting down of the 
product by that much, An eastern company handling 
suits reports @ scarcity resulting from a five day 
week among the tailors. A few years ago the tailors 
worked more than six days. That wasttoo long, Now 
they are going to the other extreme, The steel com. 
panies report a large reduction in the last five years 
in the amount of tonnage produced per'man. And 
now the movement has begun to make coal scarce; 
and more expensive by putting in a six hour day 
cost.
